I fall 
asleep almost i^ediately, as always, 'but do not stay asleep. Then again I'm rapidly aslpep 
and again up. After four or more hours of actual sleep I'm usually wide awake. So, be- 
cause with some adaptations and adjustments I'm able usually to sleep longer if 1 retire 
earlier, I do that.

If you come and decide to stay in '^rederik, the 
closest of the better mditels are on opposite sides of the same street less than 10 minutes 
from liere. Host of the recent visitors prefer The Red Horse Inn. The Holiday Inn is the 
other one there.
